for the fall semester has just been 
completed by Robert Dalziell of 
the placement office. 


Announcements of the commit- 
tee action will be mailed to each 
applicant sometime this week. 
Many problems were incurred, as 
this was the first time that such 


@ program has been attempted | 


at Sacramento State College. 


Dailziell reports that applica- 
tions in the sum of $48,000 for the 
fall semester and $36,000 for the 
spring semester were filed. Initial 
amounts of the loans had to be 
cut Because the college has not 
as yet received ail the allotted 
funds from the Federal govern- 
ment. Upon receipt of the addi- 
tional funds, all applications will 
be reviewed and additional sums 
granted. 

The loan program, established 
in 1958 “to identify and educate 
more of the talent of our Nation’, 
provides for loans of up to $1,000 
a year for deserving students 


The loans are paid back at no 
interest over a ten year period 
| beginning one year after the stu- 
dent has graduated. 
Special deductions are granted 
| for those students who plan to 
go into public elementary or sec- 
ondary teaching.

Rhys Williams, assistant professor 
pology, now in British North Borneo 
Williams is taking a leave of absence which 
will enable him to maxe a basic research in 
social science under a grant from the National 
Science foundation of the U. S. government 
The study is to be concerned with the pro- 
cess of socialization of Dusun, a native society 
of the jungle highlands. 
Dear President West, 

We thought perhaps you would like 
to know that we have arrived in Borneo 
and are now settled in a native village 
in the mountain interior of the island. 
Our trip ort was quite exciting for both 
of us, for we were able to see parts of 
the world that we have only read about. 
We were able to stay for only a brief 
period in each of the cities but we were 
very pleased to be able to see Tokyo and 
Hongkong. 

In the two weeks after our arrival 
in Jesselton, the capital of North Bor- 
neo, we were treated to visits from the 
various officials of the British colonial 
service, from the various department 
heads to the Governor. During this time 
we made all our arrangements for get- 


ting ourselves and our equipment into 
the jungle, 

Everyone Was heipful 
overwhelmed us with kindness, Visitors 
from the U.S. are very rare here, since 
Borneo is well off the beaten path. After 
we had paid our ealls on the several of 
ficials we left for the ares of our work. 
| have enclosed a brief map to show the 
location of our study and the route we 
must travel to get out to the coast. The 
area marked as ‘*Sensuran’’ in the 
Tambunan plain is the village we are 
with some 1000 Dusun

hiatives. 

We are quite isolated here in the 
village. The only ways out are by foot 
to the west and north, or by a jeep track 
to the south. The jeep track is a very 
hair-raising affair that twists and turns 
over mountains 5-7,000 feet high. 

Since it rains heré every afternoon 
(often as much as two inches in one 
hour!) the track is very dangerous... 
for the mud makes the road slick. The 
falls off the side often are well in ex- 
eess of hundreds of feet... so we will 
travel the road only in case of a medical 
emergency. (Part one of two parts)

jections, it is my feeling that in 
light of action taken by last
